A ICrave Woman. 

London, Feb. 10. — Last night Mr. 
Kent, the landlord of tlio Gloucester ho- 
tel, at Swansea, closed his house at tho 
usual hour, und with his wife retired for 
tho night, locking all doors, including that 
of thoir bed-room. At an early hour this 
morning Mrs. Kent awoke and heard a 
sound, made by the striking of a match, 
and saw a negro in the act of lighting a 
caudle. She awoke her husband, who 
sprang from his bed, and grappled with 
tho intruder. Mis. Kent reached under 
tho pillow and grasped bur husband's re- 
volver, but tho candle not having been 
lighted it was too dark for her to shoot at 
tho struggling pair without endangering 
Mr. Kent's life. With rare coolness the 
lady struck a match, lighted tho candle, 
and again taking up the revolver, fired, 
striking the negro in tho thigh. Tho Lit- 
ter fell and crawled under the bod, howl- 
ing and cursing. Mrs. Kent then ran to 
tho door and unlocked it. The negro 
seeing her act, came out from be- 
neath the bed, and seizing a 
looking-glass, threw it at the woman, 
it missed her, but struck the candle 
and extinguished it. In tho darkness the 
negro escaped, and when the caudle was 
relighted, Mrs. Kent discovered that her 
husband hud been horribly slashed about 
tho throat and stomach with tho razor. 
An alarm was raised, and with the assist- 
ance of those who came in, Kent was put, 
to bed. lie was able to give a descrip- 
tion of tho murderer, but, died soon after. 
By this time the alarm in tho neighbor- 
hood was general, and thousands of men 
set out in pursuit of the murderer. At 
noon a colored seaman named Tom Allen 
was discovered at the drydock with sev- 
oral wounds about his person and bis 
clothes covered with blood. lie was ar- 
retted and confessed his crime. His mo- 
tive, ho said, was robbery. Ho had con- 
cealed himself in the bedroom before the 
house was closed, anil indicted the wounds 
upon Kent only in order to make good bis 
escape

The culprit was immediately dis- 
missed from tho service, but as lie is high- 
ly connected he will doubtless escape fur- 
ther punishment. 

«;reni Liberal Heeling. 

London, Feb. 10.— The great liberal 
advocate meeting, announced to be held 
in Hyde Park this afternoon, took place 
in the midst of a terrific snow storm. 
The demonstration was one long to be re- 
membered. Tho thousands of persons 
present consisted chiefly of working men, 
but there was a large attendance of mem- 
bers of the various radical clubs. From 
one of the stands, which was profusely 
decorated with red streamers, waved a 
banner bearing tho legend, "Remember 
Chicago." Speeches were made and reso- 
lutions passed demanding tho release of 
the Irish patriots now incarcerated in 
Irish jails. 

Mvely Debate Expected. 

London, Feb. 10. —A dispatch to the 
[hiilij News from Nice states that Secre- 
tary Balfour's rigid coercion policy in Ire- 
land is being seriously discussed by the 
English members of Parliament sojourn- 
ing there, from which fact it is inferred 
that a lively debate of tho nmttor will 
take place at the opening of Parliament. 

Tlie siorm General. 

London, Feb. 10. - Railway traffic is 
interrupted and telegraph wires prostrated 
throughout England, France and Ger- 
many by terrific snow storms, accom- 
panied by high winds. 

For I'arty Purposes. 

London, Fob. 10. — Balfour, replying to 
B letter written him by Mr. Arniitago, of 
Manchester, refers to tho party uses to 
which the Gladstonians have put the mat- 
ter of treatment of O'Brien in Clonmel 
jail. He denies the charges made against, 
tho prison authorities and denounces their 
authors as liars. 

The Great Snow Storm. 

London, Feb. 10. — The uolent snow 
storm which has prevailed since noon, 
continues unabated at midnight, Tele- 
graphic wires aro prostrated in all direc- 
tions and several marine disasters aro re- 
ported. 

l aiiicr HcFadden's Arrest. 

Dublin, Feb. 10.— Father McFadden 
of Oweedore has writ ten a detailed account 
of his arrest, oil tho occasion of which 
police inspector Martin was killed. He 
had, ho deolares, expressed his entire 
willingness to go with Martin when the 
latter produced his warrant, and, more- 
over, did everything in his power to per- 
suade the people to disperse and permit 
the inspector to do his duty. 

Convalescing. 

Berlin, Feb. 10. - V. S. Minister Geo. 
H. Pendleton is fast recovering his 
health. 

Will lie Fought on Thuriulny. 

P.uus, Feb. 10. — It is thought that thu 
chamber of deputies will pass tho scrutin 
d'arrondissement measure to-morrow. 
Tho real issue between tho cabinet and 
tho opposition to the government will be 
fought on the question of the reversion of 
the constitution, which will come up tin 
Thursday. 

■talfoiir Writes n Letter, 

London, Feb. 11.— Mr. Balfour, in a 
letter to thu Times in reference to 
O'Brien's arrest, describing it as a villain- 
ous and cowardly misrepresentation of 
Balfour's statement that O'Brien placed 
every obstacle in the way of medical ex- 
amination, says Freeman's Journal and 
United Ireland both said something to 
the same effect, The facts were, how- 
over that ho submitted to an examination 
with a stethoscope, but doclinod to be 
weighed, or to answer any questions. Ho 
(Mr. Balfour) was quite willing to put it 



that O'Brien threw "serious obstaclos" 
in tho way, instead of "every obstacle." 

London'* Great Snow storm. 

London, Feb. 10. — In spite of tho fact 
that a heavier snow storm than London 
has seen this winter prevailed throughout 
thu afternoon, there was an enormous 
crowd at tho protest mooting in Hyde 
Park to-day. The gathering was fairly 
orderly, and gavo tho police, who were 
expecting trouble, not the slightest oppor- 
tunity to oxorcise their authority beyond 
their attempts to koop the crowd within 
bounds and tho highways open to travel. 
Not a single arrest is reported. The 
slonn reached Lundon at 1 o'clock, and at 
this writing (10 p. in.) shows no sign of 
abatement. The streets aro almost choked 
with snow, and Lravel is well nigh bus- 
pendod. 

Itlauiurck In no Hurry. 

London, Feb. 11. — Telegrams from 
Berlin indicate that Princo Bismarck is 
not inclined to enter into fuithor negotia- 
tions with tho American government with 
regard to Samoa, until after the inaugur- 
ation of President Harrison. Information 
obtained from official quarters here in- 
duce the belief that Lord Salisbury has 
urged Count Von Hatzfuldt, German 
Ambassador, to permit negotiations be- 
tween Germany and England to lie over 
for the same reason, thu premier believing 
that an entirely different view will be 
taken of tho Samoan difficulties by tho 
incoming American Presidont and his 
cabinet. 

Irish F.inlgi'iitiou. 

London, Feb. 10. — During tho month 
of January, as shown by official returns, 
(>8 steamers took 25,000 emigrants to 
Buenos Ayros. Most of those wore Irish, 
but there, was u fair representation of al- 
most every other nationality. A very 

mil proportion of thu total number were 
skilled workmen, Tho Dublin press in 
commenting on tho emigration to South 
America, deplore the fact that the greater 
part of tho emigrants wore Irish, and 
warn the government that its policy to- 
wards Ireland is rapidly depopulating tho 
country. 

The F.nlombed Miners Re*rue«l. 

London, Feb. 11. — Tho miners who 
were entombed in the colliery at Ply- 
mouth a few days ago havo been rescued. 
Fortunately, each had a small quantity of 
food in his pockets, and by eating 
sparingly of this tho party were enabled 
to sustain life until tho rescuing force 
reached them. They wore very weak and 
terribly emaciated, hut with proper medi- 
cal treatment and nourishing food will 
shortly bo restored to health. 

Downright Lie*. 

London, Feb. 10. — Balfour has written 
to Armitage, at Manchester, a long letter, 
explanatory of the treatment of O'Brien 
by the authorities of Clonmel jail. The 
chief secretary characterizes all of the 
statements representing O'Brien's treat- 
ment as brutal, or even unnecessarily 
harsh, as downright lies. 

.»w»pnper Enterprise. 

London, Feb. 11.— T. P. O'Connor's 
Star appeared to-day in an enlarged form, 
and the salos of the papor were greater 
than on any previous day since the first 
number was issued. Each of tho delivery 
carts had a small electric light attached 
to its front, attracting general attention. 

Suit for IHvorrc. 

London, Feb. 11.— Mr. Lard, husband 
of the actress Mary Temple, has begun an 
action against his wife for absoluto divorce, 
on tho ground of adultery. H. W. Leslie, 
proprietor of the Lyric theatre, is named 
as the co-respondent. Izard claims $lf>,- 
000 damages from Leslie. 

To Be Struck off the Boll*. 

London, Fob. 11. — It is rumored that 
the College of Piiysicians and Surgeons 
has decided to erase the name of Dr. Sir 
Moroll Mackenzie from its rolls, and that 
its action will shortly be publicly an- 
nounced.

Discovery of Gigantic Frauds in Con- 
nection with a Government Con- 
tract—Who is at Fault ?'

Naval Promotions, 

Washlnoton, Fob. 11.— The voluntary 
retirement of Rear-Admiral Luce, which 
although not yet officially announced, is a 
fact, and tho deatli yosterday at llong- 
Kong of Rear-Admiral Chandler causes 
two vacancies in those naval positions and 
will result in two promotions among the 
commodores and captains of the navy. 
Commodore Belknap, at present in com- 
mand of tho Mare Island, (San Francisco) 
navy yard, has already been assigned to 
the command of the North Atlantic squad- 
ron in the West Indies, to succeed Admiral 
Luce, and will become rear admiral. 
Commodore Harmony, next in lino in 
promotion in that grade, becomes rear ad- 
miral owing to tho death of Rear Admiral 
Chandler. Capt. John (I. Walker, at 
present chief of the bureau of navigation, 
navy department, and Capt. F. M. Rani- 
say, in command of the Boston, will both 
bo promoted and become commodores. 

The Japan exe Kiuplre, 

Washlnoton, Feb. 11. — The secretary 
of Btute was to-day informed by Mutza, 
tho Japanese minister here, of the report 
of tho cable dispatch from Tokio, which 
announces that the constitution of tho 
empire was proclaimed by the Emperor in 
person this morning, amidst, great enthu- 
siasm of the people. Secretary Bayard, 
in acknowledging the receipt of this note 
from tho Japanese minister, took occasion 
to congratulate him upon the progress of 
Japan in methods of constitutional liber- 
ty, and assured him no member of tho 
family of nations will rejoice more over 
tho strength and welfare of Japan than 
the United States.

— United States 
Consul Stevens at Victoria, B. C. , has 
reported to the state department that the 
agents of tho treasury at Port Townsend 
and Seattle, W. T., have been very effi- 
cient during the past year in preventing 
tho smuggling of opium across the Cana- 
dian border, and that their efforts bid 
fair to result in tho total suppression of 
the traffic.

11.— Secretary Fair- 
child will not be a resident of Washing- 
tor, long after the chango of administra- 
tion, lie is to become presidont of tho 
New York Security and Trust Co., and 
intonds disposing of his Washington 
home.

Postal Communication in British Co- 
lumbia aud the Northwest 



To Be Developed With a View to Kneourago 
Immigration— Col. Prior booking After the 
Interests of Victoria— Mr. F. S. llarnard 
Takes Mis Seat in tho Commons-Parlia- 
mentary Notes.

Ottawa, Fob. 11.— Tho premier to-day 
said the government neither directly nor 
indirectly received an invitation from any 
person or company to visit tho principal 
cities in tho United States. A private 
note vvas, however, received from an 
American gentleman, who said it would 
bo a grand thing if such an arrangement 
could bo made. 

The government does not at present in- 
tend to reduco letter postage to 2 cents, 
but will devote its energies to developing 
postal communication in the Northwest 
Territories and British Columbia, with a 
view to oncourago immigration. 

Tho House discussod all tho afternoon 
the opposition resolution in favor of re- 
moving the duty on artificial fertilizers. 
Hon. Mr. Foster said tho arguments ad- 
duced would not warrant tho government 
removing the duty. The opposition will 
attack the national policy. 

Col. Prior, alive to the interests of his 
constituents, asks tho Government to-day 
whether, in tho arrangement for a fast 
Pacific lino between Vancouver and China 
and Japan, it will be stipulated that a call 
be made at Victoria by the steamers going 
and coming. 

Hon. Mr. Fostor intimated that tho de- 
cision on the matter would rest largelv 
tvith the Imperial authorities. 

It was rumored to-night that the Oppo- 
sition will introduce a resolutioncondemn- 
ing the Irish policy of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, but careful enquiry failed to 
givo confirmation to tho report. 

Mr. F. S. Barnard was introduced to- 
day by Hon. Mr. Dewdney and Mr. 
Mara, and was warmly applauded on tak- 
ing his seat. Mr. Barnard was delayed 
in reaching Ottawa by the snow on the 
Union Pacific.

The 
government demanded urgency for the 
debato on the bill for tho scrutin d'arron- 
dissement. Tho urgonoy was grantod by 
a voto of 283 to 274. 

Sanzibar, Feb. 10. — The insurgents 
still retain possession of Kilma Lindi. 
Thu ransoming of tho Gorman prisoners 
was duo entirely to the mediation of 
French missionaries. It is reported that 
Lamu Islands havo been proclaimed as a 
German possession.

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TERRITORIAL WATERS. 

What arc lho territorial waters of the 
nation/ is a very easy question to ask, 
but a very difficult one tu answer. Many 
think that it is one which litis been set- 
tled lony ago; but this is far from boing 
thecaso. If international law were distinct 
and clear on this matter, the disputes that 
have arisen about fisheries and other 
marine matters, and which have created 
so much ill-foelint; between nations, could 
lie easily settled. If nations had conic 
to an agreement as to the limit of a coun- 
try's jurisdiction over the sea that washed 
its shores, there would be no headland 
difficulty on the cast coast of North 
America, or no Bohring's sea dispute on 
the western side of that continent. It is 
because the nations of the world have not 
como to an understanding as to what con- 
stitutes territorial waters, and as to what 
is the extent of a nation's jurisdiction 
over such waters, that fisheries questions 
eontinuo to be a source of disagreement 
and danger. 

Sir George Baden-Powell, M. P., 
who is now visiting British Columbia, litis 
studied this question of territorial juris 
diction. He has hud access to the bes 
source of information, and it may be tak 
en for granted that the address which he 
delivered before the conference of the as- 
sociation for the codificaition of the law of 
nations in July, 1887, contains a view ol 
the law oil that subject which is both ac 
curato and comprehensive. That address 
is before us. It is a model of clearness 
and simplicity. .Sir George has shown 
how a difficult legal subject can be 
treated so that the unprofessional student 
can read his disquisition with edification 
und enjoyment. The definition which In 
gives of "Territorial Waters" is takei 
from the Territorial Waters Act of 1878 
It is us follows: 

"Tho territorial waters of Her Majesty's 
Dominions in reference to tho sea, means 
such part of the sea adjacent to the coast 
of tho United Kingdom or the coast of 
some other part of Fler Majesty's l>" 
minions, as is deemed by international 
law to lie within the territorial sove- 
reignty of Her .Majesty; and for the pur- 
pose of any offence declared by this Act 
to be within the jurisdiction of the Ad- 
miral, tiny part of the open sea within one 
marine league of the coast, measured from 
low-water mark, shall ho deemed to he- 
open sea within the territorial waters of 
Her Majesty's dominions." 

From this it might be inferred that the 
law of nations bad defined territorial 
waters to be that part of the sea within ti 
marine league or three miles, from low 
water mark. But this is by no means the 
case. The preamble of the Act which 
contains tho definition we have quoted 
contains the following sentence: "The 
rightful jurisdiction of tho Crown oxtends, 
und always litis ox tended, over the open 
sea adjacent to tho coast of the United 
Kingdom and of all other parts of Her 
Majesty's dominions to such a distance as 
is necessary for the defence and security 
of these dominions." This hardly agrees 
with the territorial jurisdiction as dunned 
in tho body of the Act. Jurisdiction of 
much more than a marine league might be 
required for tho defence and security of 
tho Kingdom. But the three-mile limit 
is very far from being universally agreed 
upon. Mr. Burden Powell says that four 
miles is the limit approved by Norway, 
and six miles from low-water mark was the 
seaward limit of tho quarantine regulations 
on the British coasts by 6 Geo. IV. cap. 78. 
Another health regulation in the time of 
Goorgu 11., extended the jurisdiction ol 
the nation to twelve milos from the shore. 
Twelve miles were lilso fixed by the Hov- 
ering Act within which it was forbidden 
to tranship goods. "It is, however, to 
bo borne in mind," Sir Badon-Powoll 
says, "that interference at ho great a dis- 
tance from the shore, is not always claimed 
as a right, but rather as an act done at the 
peril of such state, and for the reason 
that the seizure is made presumably with 
the tacit permission of the ship's State on 
tho plea that the vessel was acting mala 
fide," The Americans loo, wo i i ti< 1 , claim 
this twelve mile jurisdiction. According 
to Secretary Pish, "tho law of the United 
State, revenue cutters are authorized to 
board vessels anywhere within tour lea- 
gues of their coasts, but Ibis authorization 
is specially confined to vessels hound to 
American porta. "Tho United StatoBauthor- 
ities also agree in saying that there is no 
lixed rule defining the distance from the 



coast within which a nation can make 
seizures to prevent the violation of its 
own laws. However, whon Spain claimed 
a six-mile limit around Cuba on account 
of the reofs and islands along itn coast tho 
United Statos refused to allow it and in- 
sisted upon tho throo-niilo limit. Whon, 
however, it suited tho AmoricanB to keop 
belligerents off their sluiros they demand- 
ed that their government's jurisdiction for 
that purpose should extend to the Gulf 
Stream ! 

Sir Baden-Powell tells us that tho 
Headlands question "is at the present mo- 
ment in a sadly indeterminate position. 
Tho leading writers on International law 
have not discovered any paramount rule." 
England and Franco agreed to regard as 
territorial water all inlets whose head- 
lands were ton miles apart. But the rule 
is by no means uniform. In 1877 tho ju- 
dicial committee of tho Privy Council de- 
cided that tho Bristol Channel, which is 
more than twenty miles wide at its en- 
trance is part of the county of ( rlamorgan. 
St. George's Channel is also acknow- 
dgbd to be British territorial waters, and 
Conception Bay, in Newfoundland, has 
ihvays been considered part of that col- 
my, although its entrance is more than 
twenty miles across. American jurists 
aim exclusive jurisdiction over large 
portions of the sea. They claim that the 
sea enclosed in a line drawn from Cape 
Vim to Capo Cod is United States terri- 
tory, and also that inside a lino drawn 
from Cape Florida to the mouth of the 
Mississippi. 

The right of a nation to its inshore fish- 
eries is generally acknowledged, that is, 
when no greater distance than three 
miles from the shore is claimed. This 
brings us to the claims of the United 
States to exclusive jurisdiction over 
Bohring's Sea. On this subject Sir 
Baden-Powell says very .little. He raises 
tho question how far out to sea the United 
States has a right to protect tho seals that 
resort to islands in its territory to breed, 
but he does not answer it. He notices 
the fact that the Americans insisted upon 
the strictest interpretation of the three- 
mile limit, with respect to their right to 
catch codfish and mackerel oil' the coast of 
British America at the very timo that 
their cruisers were seizing Canadian seal 
hunters who were pursuing their vocation 
one hundred miles from United States 
territory. Speaking of the difference be- 
tween the two kinds of "fisheries," ho 
goes on to say: 

But tho seals in the Pacific are best 
to be captured on their breeding islands: 
in fact it has been conclusively proved, 
not only in these Aleutian Islands, but in 
all parte of tho world where the soal, of 
seal-skin fame, has been found, that only 
the most judicious preserving and careful 
methods of capture enable the annual sup- 
ply to be maintained. These seals visit 
their breeding islands once every year; 
hut for the rest of tho year they travel 
South for hundreds of miles. Thus tho 
question arises for tho owners of seal 
breeding islands how far they can claim 
to protect at sea the seals which annually 
return to their islands to breed. 

In the North Pacific there are vessels 
annually fitted out to capture tho seals as 
they journey to their breeding grounds; 
and tho owners of those grounds point out 
that such a process is suicidal, inasmuch as 
it may exterminate the whole race of 
seals. 

It is quite evident thai Sir Baden 
Powell considered it necessary to be very 
careful as to what he said on this delicate 
subject. If the preservation of the fur 
seals was the only matter to be consid- 
ered, it would be easy for tho nations 
concerned to make regulations for that 
purpose and to take measures for their 
rigid enforcement. But tho claim of the 
United States to exclusive jurisdiction 
over Bohring's Sea is the question to be 
settled first, and Sir George Baden- 
Powell says nothing directly with respect 
to that claim.

SENSELESS WHINING. 

The organ of the Opposition is dreadful- 
ly exercised over the appointment of Mr. 
Mason to the committee of enquiry into 
the erection of the reduction works. It is 
quite evident that the member for Cari- 
boo knows too much about the subject to 
be enquired into to serve tho purposes of 
the Opposition. The organ's first lament 
was that Mr. Mason could be a witness 
and consequently should not be on the 
committee. Finding that this whine was 
altogether too ridiculous, it has changed 
its tune, and now builds a structure 
of objections on guesses and .suppositions. 
Il says: "Mr. Mason had doubtless 
the ear of the Government." "He pro- 
bably advised in regard to every sto-i 
taken." "If there have been mistakes 
in the expenditure of tho money, how- 
does Mr. Mason stand," etc., etc., etc. 
All this really means nothing except that 
the Opposition is afraid of having a ca- 
pable and well-informed man on the com- 
mittee, who will be always in his place. 
How can Mr. Beaven's investigation, if it 
is to be fail', be baulked by having Mr. 
Mason's name substituted for .Mr. Duck's >. 
Both gentlemen support the Government, 
and no one! ventures to question either 
Mr. Mason's ability or his in- 
tegrity. The composition of tho cuitt- 
mittoo is now precisely the same 
as that of the ono named by 
tho leader of the opposition. It was 
then composed of three supporters of tho 
government, and two members of the op- 
position. 1 1 is now composed of govern- 
ment supporters and opposition members 
in precisely tho same proportions. They 
were three to two in the committee as 
named by Mr. Beaven, they are three to 
two in the committee as amended. Suroly 
Mr. Beaven and Mr. Grant have not so 
low an estimate of their powers and so 
high an opinion of Mr. Mason as to be- 
lieve that the last mentioned gentleman's 
appointment makes all tho difference 
between tho success and tho failure 
of tho investigation from their point of 
view. How in the name of common sense 
can Mr. Mason's presence on tho com- 
mittee "baulk" the investigation l If the 
organ could just come down to common 
sense and in plain terms tell tho public 
how the substitution of tho Government 
supporter from Cariboo for tho Govern- 
ment supporter from Victoria, on tho com-

A FIERCE ATTACK. 

The Opposition in the Dominion Parlia- 
ment opened the campaign with a tierce 
attack on tho Hon. Mr. Dowdney, Minis- 
tor of the Interior. Mr. Laurier censured 
tho Government for appointing him to the 
position which ho now occupies. He holds 
Mr. Dowdney, in a groat moasuro, respon- 
sible for tho Northwest robollion. He 
considers that the Governor of tho Terri- 
tories ought to have known what was 
going on, and that ho should havo taken 
measures to havo had tho grievances of 
the Metis redrossed. But there are peo- 
ple in the Northwest Territories who 
watched Mr. Dowdnoy's administration 
w ith as close an eye as Mr. Laurier and 
his friends did, and under circumstances 
much more favorable for observation. 
Theso are tho sottlors in tho Northwest. 
Their dearest interests, their very lives, 
indeed, wore then at stake. They saw 
how Mr. Dewdney conducted himself dur- 
ing that crisis, and they know what his 
acts were both before and after the rebel- 
lion. If ho had done anything worthy of 
blame, or if lie had loft undone any im- 
portant duty which ho ought to havo per- 
formed, they would certainly havo taken 
some means of showing their displeasure, 
and would havo punished him if they were 
allowed tho opportunity. The op- 
portunity was afforded them. Al- 
most as soon as bin term 
as Govornor of the Northwest Territories 
had expired ho was called to the cabinet 
Mid presented with the portfolio of the 
interior. Mr. Dewdney had no constitu- 
ency, was a vacancy made for him in 
some sure county in Ontario, or did some 
member in British Columbia resign to 
make way for him? Nothing of the kind. 
Ho went back to the people whom he had 
governed for five years and asked them 
to send him to Parliament. And the 
event showed that they bad as much con- 
fidence in him as ho had in them. The 
electors of Eastern Assiniboia, without 
distinction of party, united in supporting 
him, and returned him by acclamation. 
Would this have been the case if ho had 
been a bad Governor, or if he, by neg- 
lecting his duties, had brought about tho 
rebellion? It certainly would not. The 
electors of Assiniboia knew what they 
were doing. They knew that as Minister 
of the Interior he would havo much more 
power in tho Northwest, either for good 
or for evil, than ho had as Lieutenant- 
Governor. If they disapproved of his 
administration as Governor they had no 
reason to believo that it would be any 
bettor as Minister of the Interior. 
Yet thoy showed that they were 
glad to have the opportunity 
of assisting to place him in tho position 
whore his power to do thein good or harm 
would bo greater. The very circumstance 
that the electors of a considerable propor- 
tion of the Northwest elected Mr. Dewd- 
ney as their representative, after having 
had five years experience of him as an ad- 
ministrator is the most conclusive answer 
that could bo possibly given to Mr. Lau- 
rior's strictures. Tho following from the 
Calgary Herald shows tho spirit with 
which Mr. Dewdney was received when he 
went back for election to tho country ho 
is alleged to have misgoverned : 

Mr. Dewdney has the unanimous en- 
dorsation of tho people of the Northwest, 
Liberals as well as Conservatives, and 
knowing bis sterling qualities and devo- 
tion to tho public interest, Northwest 
Liberals resent this undeserved attack 
upon him just as strongly as does the 
staunchost Conservative. 

It is just about timo that Mr. Laurier 
and other liberal leaders began to reali/.o 
that Mr. Dowdney occupies his seat in tho 
House of Commons as the accredited 
champion of the Northwest. There was 
no partizanship in his selection by the 
peoplo of this country. Every paper in 
the territories, Liberal as strongly as Con- 
servative, insisted upon his admission to 
tho cabinet. Our contemporary, the Tri- 
bune, a .staunch Liberal journal of the 
Globe school, was as decided in its de- 
maud that Mr. Dewdney should be ad- 
mitted to the cabinet as any paper could 
bo, and it is characteristic of the feeling 
of the Northwest Liberal press on this 
subject that tho Tribune promptly seized 
the occasion, to characterize in its yester- 
day's issue, Mr. Banner's attack upon Air. 
Dewdney as "unjust and uncalled for." 

Throughout tho length and breadth of 
the Northwest, public meetings approved 
unhesitatingly and in unqualified langu- 
age the administration of Mr. Dewdney, 
as Governor, and demanded his admission 
to the cabinet. At a meeting in Calgary, 
the principal centre of trade and popula- 
tion in tho country, ono of tho resolutions 
was moved by the gentleman who, at the 
last general elections, contested Alberta 
on the straight Liberal ticket, and the 
most enthusiastic speeches were those de- 
livered by the leading Liberals of tin; dis- 
trict. It, is scarcely necessary to told that 
Eastern Assiniboia sent Mr. Dewdney to 
Ottawa without tho useless formality of 
an election.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Third Session of tlio Fifth Parliament. 

SIXTH DAY. 

Monday, Fob. 11, 1889. 

l\lr. Speaker Pooley took the chair at 
2:10 o'clock, ]>. in. 

Prayers were road by lit. Rev. Bishop 
Oridge. 

Mr. Grunt moved, seconded by Mr. 
Seralin, that an order of tho House be 
granted for a return in detail of the items 
as brought to account in tho treasury dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1887-88 under the fol- 
lowing heads: — tines and forfeitures, $10,- 
0-18.08; probate fees, $3,244,93; sale of 
government property, $?r JU.*t, iir> ; reimburse- 
ments in aid, $570.76; interest, £10,976,- 
62; lniscollaneMtis receipts, 832,544.05. 

Tho hon. moyer said that it would bo 
very interesting to receive tho informa- 
tion asked for, and lie did not think tho 
hon. rinanco minister woul have any ob- 
jection to furnishing the same. 

Htm. Mr. Turner while having no ob- 
jection to the resolution, thought that tho 
hon. mover should not object to striking 
out the first portion of it. The amount 
of tines, etc., was made up of small sums, 
and ho did not consider Unit it would be 
desirable to publish the names of thoso 
who had boon fined for misdemeanor. 
The hon. mover had an opportunity at 
any time of looking over tho accounts. 

Hon. Mr. Duiismuir thought that nono 
but the mover and t he leader of the oppo- 
sition cared to sen the items referred to. 
The work suggested was a very useless 
one, and tho information asked for could 
be obtained by thoso who wished it in five 
minutes by going over to the treasury 
building. 

Mr. Allen protested against tho resolu- 
tion, which, lie said, involved a wilful 
waste of time. The hon. member for 
Oassiar and the hon. lender of the opposi- 
tion were members of tho standing com- 
mittee on public accounts, and had every 
opportunity of .seeing the accounts for 
themselves. 

Mr. Beaven supported the resolution. 
He thought the returns should be placed 
before the legislature in proper shape, to 
enable the members to decide on how the 
public accounts had been kept. The lion 
president of the council was wrong in say- 
ing that the mover of tho resolution and 
himself were the only ones who wanted 
the information. They had not tho op- 
portunity that the president of the coun- 
cil had, of inspecting the accounts. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir contended that 
the hon. leader of the opposition, and the 
hon. member for Oassiar, as members of 
the public accounts committee, had just 
as good an opportunity of obtaining the 
information asked fi>r as any member of 
the government. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven while acknowledging 
that members of the public accounts com- 
mittee could obtain the information, con- 
tended that the whole House had not this 
opportunity. 

Hon. Mr. Robsou asked if the names 
of all individuals who have been lined 
were asked for I 

Mr. Grant did imt think the items in 
detail could be furnished without. 

Hon. Mr. Kobson said tho publishing 
of the names was in reality inflicting a 
second penalty for the offence Committed. 
It was a thing never done before, and 
would be by some considered greater pun- 
ishment than the penalty inflicted, 

Mr. Higgins though! that if the objec- 
tion raised by the hon. tho minister of 
finance was the only ono brought forward, 
the hon. member for Oassiar would have 
no objection to amending his resolution 
in accordance with the suggestion. 

Hon. Mr. Turner, seconded by Hon. 
Mr. Vernon, moved that the resolution 
bo amended by the striking out of the 
words relating to tines and forfeitures. 

Mr. Grant contended that it was not 
necessary for tho items relating to fines 
and forfeitures to bo printed and pub- 
lished. The returns would be brought 
into the House in manuscript, and not 
published unless by order of the House. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that if the 
hon. gentleman would come out with 
what lie wanted, and not whip the— (a 
voice — Devil) no, say cat, around the 
stump, he might support him. Fie had 
stated that there was one fine of §1,000 
imposed. He (the hon. president of the 
council) would like to know, as well as 
the hon. member for Cassiar, where tho 
fine of $1,000 oamo in. 

Mr. Beaven supported the original res- 
olution. It was as much the duty of tho 
Hou90 to examine into the working of 
the existing laws as to make new laws. 

Hon. .Mr. Turner -If the hon. member 
for Cassiar will agree that the information 
asked for shall not bo published, 1 wit! 
not oppose the resolution. 

Mr. Grant was willing to accept this 
proposition. 

The amendment was accordingly with- 
drawn and the resolution carried. 



SAVONA SCHOOL. 

Mr. Seralin moved, seconded by Mr. 
Grant, that a respectful address be pre- 
sented to his honor the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, asking his honor to send down to 
this House all correspondence between 
the executive, or any member thereof, 
and any poison or persons m reference to 
opening and continuing a public school at 
the two following places, viz: Ashcroft 
and Sayona. 

The hon; mover said that tho parties 
most interested had made enquiries of him 
in the matter, and he did not think that 
any objection would lie offered. 

Hon. Mr. Robson had no wish to pre- 
vent the bringing down of the corres- 
pondence, but there was really nothing in 
it. Tho Ashcroft school was opened 
and tho attendance found to ho suffi- 
ciently large to warrant the keeping open 
of the school, and it was accordingly 
closed. .Since then, by|corroapondonce and 
otherwise, Mr. Martin, the member for 
that district, had been urging tho main- 
tenance of the school, and if the necessary 
sum was sot apart in the estimates, the 
school would no doubt bo reopened. The 
question of the other school had received 
the serious attention of the government, 
but the small attendance which the school 
would have would not justify the expense 
of the opening of the Bchool at Savoiia at 
present. The policy of bringing in cor- 
respondence on such unnecessary subjects 
was radically wrong, entailing great un- 
necessary expense as well as time and 
trouble If tho hon. member thought 
that anything was wrong, ho could have 
an opportunity of examining tho docu- 
ments. 

Mr. Somlni, while willing t 
the portion of the resolution in 
the school at Ashcroft, still wish 
the correspondence in regard to 
vona school. He thought the 
incurred, referred to by the hon. provin 
cial secretary, would be money well spent. 
Ho hud understood that the people nt Sa- 
voiia volunteered to furnish a school- 
house free to the government, and wished 
to have the particulars of the oiler laid be- 
fore the House. 

The resolution was amended by striking 
OUt the word Ashcroft. 

Mr. Martin, in regard to tho Savona 
Bchool, which was in his district, said he 
knew of the proposition made to give a build- 
ing. II e know the building, and ho knew the 
object the owners had in view in giving 
it. The object was to got tho old build- 
ing repaired at the expense of the Gov- 
ernment. H there was a sufficient num- 
ber uf children, and the Government 
would lend tho usual assistance, lie would 
bo glad to see tho school established. 

Resolution passed.

The hon. mover 
said that no explanation was required. 
Ho was simply introducing tho resolution, 
acting in accordance with tho request of 
a number of constituents. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — What became of that 
ease? 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— I haven't tho 
remotest idoa. 

Hon. Mr. Davio enquired if it would 
not be unwise to produce tho correspond- 
ence if the trial was still standing. 

Mr. Humphreys was willing to defer tho 
resolution if it was thought best. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that Mr. 
Keen, of San Francisco, had told him that 
all ho wanted was for Bentloy to pay for 
some logs ho had purchased. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that tho case was 
still ponding in tho courts. It was most 
extraordinary for the House to be asked 
to take action on a matter pending before 
a justico of tho peace. There was no 
correspondence to produce. Ho wa3 sor- 
ry that tho resolution had oven appeared 
on the notice paper, as it cast an imputed 
stigma on tho character of a man of integ- 
rity. The matter had, in all probability, 
bo dismissed before this. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that ho know 
nothing about tho case until the motion 
was introduced. Then ho asked Mr. 
Keen about the matter. 

Mr. T. Davio hoped that the hon. mov 
or would not only withdraw his resolu- 
tion, but would tako stops to have 
it erased from the journals 
of the Houso. On tho face of the matter 
it appeared that the mover was being 
made tho tool of some ono who wished to 
satisfy personal malice. Prom any point 
of view all reference to such a char] 
against Mr. Bentley should be struck out 
of the journals of the House. The Houso 
should not ho asked to lend their assist 
anco to anyone who merely wished t< 
make tho House the medium for gratify 
iug his enmity against some real or nil 
aginary enemy. He hoped the rosolutioi 
would bo withdrawn, and steps taken to 
have it erased from tho journals of the 
House. 

Mr. Humphreys expressed regret at 
tho languago used by the last speaker. 
While not knowing anything about the 
matter personally, ho had heard, second 
hand, something about it, that if given to 
tho Houso would astound tho members as 
well as tho whole country. 

Hon. Mr. Robson stated that there was 
absolutely no correspondence to produce.

Drowned on the Skeena. 

The following account of a fatal drown- 
ing accident on the Skeena has been re- 
ceived from Rev. (i. F. Hopkins, Metho- 
dic missionary at Port Easing ton; 

An accident occurred on the Skeena 
river, between Aberdeen and Port Ea- 
sington sometime during the night of 
Dee. 19th, 1888, by which Win. Faulk- 
ner, who was employed by the British 
American Packing Company; and an In- 
dian named Henry Maitland, lost their 
lives. They both wont over on tho "Cari- 
boo Fly" from Port Essington to Aber- 
deen to borrow a Columbia river fish boat 
to tako some packages from thu British 
American packing Company to Port Simp- 
son. Tlioy left after dark the same even- 
ing, with little or no wind, but never ar- 
rived at their destination. Tho boat was 
seen bottom up tho next evening, but 
darkness closed down before it could be 
found again to tow it to shore. Nothing 
haa been found except part of tlip floor, 
an oar and a box of tipples which belonged 
to tho Indians. The cold water will like- 
ly prevent the bodies from rising at pres- 
ent. The general supposition is that they 
were rowing, but had both sails sot and 
made fast, and that a gnat of wind came 
down the I 'xstoll iulot and overturned the 
boat before the Bails could be loosened. 
Mr. Faulkner loaves relatives somewhere 
in Nova Scotia, but just where no one 
seems to know. He was a young man 
about 30 years old.

FIRE AT CRANBROOK. 

Total Destruction of Col. linker's Residence at 
Cranhrook- -Narrow Escape of the 
Inmates. 

News has been received of the burning 
of tho residence of Col, Baker, M.P.P., 
at Cranbrook, Kootenay, and the narrow 
escapo of the inmates. The circumstances 
wore as follows : — 

A very favorite dog was ill, and Colonel. 
Baker's two sons had undertaken to sit 
up in turn to look after tho dog. Mr. 
Hyde Baker ,vas relieved by his brother 
ao 1:30 a.m., and at about 3:30 a. m. tho 
latter was awakened to find the room in a 
mass of flames. He had just timo to rush 
out and call tho other inmates of tho 
house — Mrs. Baker, his brother, and Mr. 
French, the manager. So rapid woro tho 
Haines t hat before Mrs. Baker could escapo 
from the house, several loaded rifles, 
which wero in the rack in tho sitting- 
room, began to explode, together with 
many cartridges. Mrs. Baker had only 
time to cover herself with a blanket niitl 
rush out, anil the smoke and flames were 
so overpowering that she had a narrow 
escape. Mr. Hyde Baker remembered 
tho cash-box, and dashed through tho 
Haines to save it at the risk of his life. 
He succeeded, but had his hair and eye- 
brows burned. Tho sitting-room could 
not bo entered, although it was vainly at- 
tempted to do so to save throo dogs, 
which were there. As the lire had ori- 
ginated in that room tho flames were so 
fierce that it was impossible to savo the 
poor animals, 

The whole dwelling house was burned 
to the ground, and nothing whatever 
could be saved. All concerned worked 
their utmost to savo the outer buildings, 
and by herculean efforts succeeded in 
doing ao. Tho cold outside was extreme, 
and the Messrs Baker, who woro in their 
night shirts, and with bare feet, had the 
latter badly frozen. 

How the lire originated is unknown, 
probably from a spark from the wood lire. 

Much sympathy is felt for Mrs. Bakor, 
who hud the whole of her clothing burned, 
and it cannot be replaced on tho spot.

A Killing Scrape at Fort Simpson -Disappear- 
ance of John Clayton's Family 
from Kella Delia. 

The steamer Cariboo Fly arrived down 
yesterday afternoon from tho north, hav 
ing made an extremely quick passage, 
She brings news of the killing at Fort 
Simpson of a fisherman named "Shorty" 
by his manager, H. Snow, a trader in the 
interior. It appears that Snow and 
"Shorty" were at Fort Simpson purchas- 
ing whiskey and other supplies necessary 
in that region. "Shorty" denmndod pay- 
ment of back wages, and backed up his 
demand with a shot gun. Snow finally 
said that he would pay, and asked for the 
gun. "Shorty" handed over the gun and 
Snow drew a "bead" on him. A struggle 
ensued for possession of the weapon, dur- 
ing which the gun exploded, the charge 
entering tho breast of "Shorty," killing 
him instantly. 

News is also brought of thu disappear 
ance of the son and two daughters of Mr. 
John Clayton, of Bella Bella. They loft 
in a canoe some timo ago, and up to the 
time tho steamer sailed had not been 
heard from.

(Before Chief Justice Sir M. B. Begbl 
Justieos Crease and Gray. 

Taylor b. Little. — In this case, since 
the judgment of the Full Court, affirm 
ing the chief justice's judgment in favor 
of the plaintiff, the plaintiff had died, and 
the defendant being desirous of appealing 
to the Supreme Court of Canada, his 
counsel, Mr. T. Davie, Q.C., had applied 
to the chief justice in chambers to con 
tinue the appeal as against Charles Tay 
lor, Jr. , who had been appointed admin 
istrator of the plaintiffs estate, and autho 
ri/.ed to defend the title to the land in 
dispute. The chief justice held that tin 
application must be made to tho Full 
Court and that a single judge had 
power to entertain it. Ho therefore re 
ferred the matter to the Full Court, con 
sisting of himself and Justices Crease and 
Cray, which at an adjourned sitting on 
28th January, granted the order. 

Mr. Pooley, Q.C., yesterday applied ti 
the court to rescind its order of the 28tl 
January on the ground that the chief 
justice had no power to refer the matter 
to the court. 

The chief justice and Mr. Justice Creaae 
were of opinion that the court had no jur 
iadiction to make the order of tho 28t) 
January. The chief justice considered Hist 
the order could only be made by tho Full 
Court at an original sitting, and not at 
an adjournment,. Mr. Justice Crease 
held that the order should bo mado by a 
single judge, and not by the court. 

Mr. Justice Cray gave no opinion. 

The order of the 28th January was 
therefore rescinded.
